A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
states. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Panik 
(748). As disclosed in Figure 2, Panik (748) discloses a seal element (20) for a vehicle 
component (10, 1 1 , or 12) mounted with a seal space (everything below the frame) and 
comprising a seal body (the entire sealing portion, 36) engaging the vehicle component 
(10-12), a metal reinforcement structure (53, a portion is circular) supported in the seal 
space via a mounting element (61) in a predetermined position and received within a 
"receiver pocket" (the portion which mounts the metal reinforcement structure (53)), and 
the seal body (36) has at least two sections consisting of material of different resiliency 
(the thickness of various portions of the seal body provide different resiliencies 
throughout the seal body). 

The applicant's arguments have been considered but are not deemed 
persuasive. It appears that the applicant's arguments are more limiting than that of the 
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claims. The applicant agues phraseology such as "door frame" and "door" to describe 
the invention over the art of record yet the applicant does not feel it necessary to 
provide these limitations in the claims but relies on the limitations to be significant 
enough argue over the art of record. The phraseology "for...." also fails to positively 
describe and limit the invention since the language is merely functional. Still 
furthermore, the applicant relies on how the seal element performs and operates yet the 
applicant has failed to provide any limitations within the claim.
